JOLY CUP TRIAL. 

The Joly 98 trial, of the Dublin University 
Motor Cyclo Club, on Saturday last was remarkable 
for the small proportion of competitors who com- 
pleted the course. (A the field of twenty-one, little 
more than half of those who took part finished 
the 100 miles, and not all of these could claim 
the distinction of having secured full marks, The 
fact that there were but eleven finishers was mainly 
due to the weather conditions, as it rained per- 
sistently daring the whole of the morning and 
afternoon. The observed test pieces embraced in 
tho route included the ascent of Sally Gap from 
Cl neree, the ascent of Ballymacroe Hill from Ash. 
ford, the Waterfall of Bricks,” between the Glen 
of the Downs, and Delgany, the Goat Pass and the 
Devil's Elbow, near Glencullen, the latter being 
hben twice on the afternoon run. All of those 
hills were in much worse condition than usual, 
while, generally speaking, the state of the main 
and secondary roads covered made it difficult 
to keep up an average of twenty miles per hour. 

The trial stared from Dennybrook at 11 o'clock, 
and the competitors were sent away at one-minute 
intervals.

INADEQUATE PENALTIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—On the 20th ultimo the Jrish Times 
5 at the inadequate penalties awarded 
y District Justices in the country in cases of 
cruelty to animals. I would ask you to give 
publicity to two cases which were heard in 
the Dublin District Court of Justice last 
week. 

On Wednesday last a butcher was pro- 
secuted for allowing two sheep to be driven 
through the streets when very lame. The 
District Justice said that he did not consider 
this a very grave offence, as the beasts were 
intended for slaughter, and cautioned the 
owner, asking him to put a donation in the 
poor box. On Friday last a cattle drover was 
summoned for beating a cow on the head with 
a heavy ash-plant. His excuse that the cow 
was goring another animal might have been a 
sufficient defence for one blow, but three or 
more heavy blows on the head were ceitainly 
not necessary. The District Justice told the 
man that he was very incautious to beat the 
animal in the presence of the inspector, and 
dismissed the case with a caution. 

A great deal has been read in the daily 
Press recently about the loss to the Irish 
cattle trade from bruising and damage to the 
meat. The only way to stop the use of the 
stick is to punish the offenders, and grave 
harm will be done if the District Justices 
make light of such offences. This Society 
does not prosecute if it is considered that a 
caution from them will be sufficient to prevent 
a recurrence of the offence; but, if such in- 

uate penalties are impored, it will be well 
worth the offender's while to risk it again. 
Only by dealing severely with such cases can 
the offenders be made to realise the gravity of 
the matter, and the cruelties which can be 
seen daily in our streets, and are causing a 
loss estimated at £3,000,000 a year to this 
country, will be stamped out.—Yours, etc., 
N Kona Power, Secretary.

ALL-METAL *PLANES TO BE 
MADE AT DETROIT. 


Mr. Henry Ford is now making aeroplanes 
at Detroit, but at present there is no sign 
of an aerial rival to the worid-famous 
flivver. 

So far only one machine bas been pro- 
duced. It is a twin-engine biplane, fitted 
with two 400 h. p. Liberty engines, and cap- 
able of carrying five passengers in addition to 
the pilot. Its top speed is about 140 miles an 
hour. It is constructed of metal, duralumin 
being used throughout. 

In order to carry on his new work with 
thoroughness, Mr. Ford is erecting an experi- 
mental station, with an aerodrome nearly 
three-quarters of a mile square. He intends 
to specialise in all metal craft.

The Committee aré greatly indebted to the 
Albert College Farm, Glasnevin, and the 
Cowkeepers’ Association, who have for years 
past supplied the milk to the Society 
at a very low rate, and so have enabled them 
to carry on their charitable work, The 
milk is distributed every morning at five 
depots, i. e., 8 Lower Gardiner street, 8 
Henrietta street, 100 Francis street, 144 Chat- 
ham street, and 4 Sandwith street.

TURKS ARREST 1,000 
GREEKS. 


REPORTED VIOLATION 
OF THE TREATY. 
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Reuters Agenity has received the following 
communication from the Greek Legation in 
London: : : | 

A very grave situation has arisen in Con- 
stantinople on the question of the application 
of the Convention for the exchange of popu- 
lations between Greece and Turkey. With: 
out awaiting the formal decision of the Inter- 
national.Mixed Commission entrusted with the 
application of this Convention as to the 
meaning of Article 2 of the Convention, the 
Prefecture of Constantinople proceeded to 
issue orders to the police to effect wholesale 
arrests of Greeks. 

A thousand Greeks—men, women and 
children—had already been arrested by Satur- 
day evening in the quarter of Pera, and, 
grouped under military escorts, were taken to 
various police stations, where they were left 
without food or any bedding: This lament- 
able incident has created profound emotion 
among the Greek population of Constanti- 
nople, which is literally panje-tricken 
International Commission htirriedly visited 
the Turkish’ authorities, without, however, 
being able to obtain from them any satisfac- 
tory reply or promise to stop the arrests or 
release the prisoners already arrested. 

The Greek delegates on the Commission 
lodged a very strong protest with he Presi- 
dent of the Commission, declaring that the 
action of the Turkish authorities constitutes 
a flagrant vidlation‘of-the Treaty of Lausanne, 
and upsets the whole work of the Interna- 
tional Mixed Commission.

„„ wonder, said the Bishop, if we met 
St. Paul going down the road after the 
Service to-night what he would say. I wonder 
if we met Jesus Christ of Nazareth outside 
the church door what He would say. You 
need not go outside the church door to find 
Him. He is here, and Christ is God. Why 
are we despondent ? Why should we despair ’ 
Are we not more than the Apostles—are not 
our numbers greater? Why should we think 
of terrible things ? Has not God brought His 
people through greater dangers in the past! 

It was a pity that they did not look up 
and see more of that great and wonderful God 
Let them pray that the eves of their friends and 
their own eyes might be opened, and that 
they might see the chariots of fire and the 
horses of fire round about them, and the great 
company of angels and archangels praying 
for them to strengthen them, and to give 
them power and victory. That was what they 
wanted to learn in such times as the present. 
What they wanted was to try to copy the 
Apostles; not to be content with sitting still; 
not. to be content with the revelation that 
came from God; but let it be an operative 
force, so that they themselves may go out 
and do something to hearten people, and to 

ive them energy and hope to undo the heavy 

rden; and to let the oppressed go free and 
to do something really worth doing. If 
they did those things, realising that 
Jesus Christ was near, and that He was God, 
their work, like that of the Apostles, would 

a success.

In 1912-13 the number of applications 
dealt with was 2,166, and the sum of money 
sanctioned for loan was £107,000.

2,187 and the amount sanctioned £125,000 
In those years, it seems, about 75 per cent. 
of the applications were for loans to erect 
hay barns. Now, however, owing to the 
almost complete cessation of building since 
the war. it is expected that the new applica- 
tions will show a higher 188 or the 
erection or improvement of farmers’ dwelling 
houses. 
To give effect to the conditions of the 
Acts, the loans in nearly every case will be 
rantal only where the improvements can 
E made permanent and remunerative. Pro- 
posals in reíerence to the erection, extension 
or improvement of farm houses, farm build- 
ings, or hay barns, and the provision of 
water supplies, sanitary fittings, etc., must be 
u the consideration of what 
would be suitable for a bona fide agricul- 
turist who had to make his living solely out 
of the farm, for the use of which the struc- 
tures, water supplies, etc., are intended, and 
upon the consideration of what is required 
for the proper cultivation of the farm, 
irtespective of any other farms, lands and 
private resources which the agriculturist may 
possess. Similar considerations apply to pro- 
posals relating to the erection or alteration 
of labourers’ cottages ,which should not pro- 
vide more than the requisite accommodation. 
In addition to the concessions which have 
been mentioned, advances will be granted 
for alterations to farm roads, for fencing 
(except for ornamental purposes), planting, 
lining, etc.; embanking, irrigation and warp- 
ing; and for the clearing of rocks, furze, etc. 
As regards open main drains and the execu- 
tion of thorough drainage, the proposals 
should be restricted to such lands as can be 
drained permanently, remuneratively and 
effectively, to a depth of at least four-and-a- 
half feet. Applications with reference to 
the formation of plantations should be 
limited to such as are intended to be car- 
ried out in accordance with the approved 
methods of scientific tree planting. 
Applicants should understand that all 
works executed previous to the issue of the 
Commissioners’ permission t) proceed will 
be undertaken at their own risk, and that 
such works are liable to be rejected if found 
to be at variance with the approved maps, 
— specification, etc., which will be issued 
rom the Department for the borrowers’ 
guidance.

The Democrats have 
hitherto refused to co-operate with the

filment.

UNIONIST MEETING. 
CALL FOR EXHAUSTIVE POLL. 


Following the nominations, Sir Charles 
Falls and Mr. Pringle addressed a large 
Unionist meeting in the Orange Hall. 

Sir Charles declared that the present posi- 
tion was worthy. of a Gilbert and Sullivan 
opera, There was a great party in the con- 
stituency which claimed that it had not only 
a majority, but that it had the men and the 
money. That party had suddenly been held 
up by a gentleman in Dublin named de 

alera, who put a pistol to its head and said, 
Lou will not fight this election, or if you 
do you will be beaten. 

The present election would prove an his- 
toric one. The Unionist should not calculate 
upon any split; they should fight for their 
lives. Let them not be too sure that the 
Nationalists would not fight for Mr. de 
Valera’s nominees. Orders given on the Sun- 
day before the election might change the whole 
matter, and they might find the whole 
Nationalist organisation up against them. 
The Unionists of Tyrone and Fermanagh 
were being given a chance now of 
making their voices heard on the boundary 
question, and they would show in this election 
that they were determined that no part of 
those counties would be transferred to 
Southern Ireland. ! 

He believed that the people in the South 
were beginning to realise that. They had 
been fighting like devils for a bill to.amend 
the Treaty, and now that they had got it they 
did not appear to want it. They knew that 
what they would get from the Commission 
would be very small, and they were now 
wanting to talk about agreements and meet- 
ings to settle the trouble. 

He appealed to his audience to work as 
they had never worked before, and he asked 
them to remember that they were working 
for themselves, for their wives and their 
children, and for everything that they held 
dear.

Mr. Pringle said that they rejoiced to see,

The Nationalists had told them that the 
reason they were not putting forward candi- 
dates was because they were able to rely 
safely on their majority at the last election, 
The Unionists claimed that since that time 
they had a majority in the constituency in 
favour of no change in the boundaries of 
Northern Ireland except by agreement. In- 
deed, the change was so complete that they 
would be able to show that the majority 
against them in the last election had 
absolutely § vanished. It was in the 
face of those challenges that their 
opponents said that they relied 
on their majority of twelve months ago. 
He did not think that that would go down 
with the people of Great Britain or of the 
Colonies. 

If the Nationalists had done what the Pro- 
testants in the South of Ireland had done— 
that was, stand up for whatever rights they 
might have within the Constitution—then a 
great deal of the bitterness which existed 
that day would never have been brought into 
being. 

On the present election they should not 
persuade themselves that they were going to 
have a walk-over. No matter what was 
said, the whip would go out at the last 
moment and their opponents would vote solid. 
It was immaterial to the Unionists whether 
they did or not, because they could beat the 
most solid poll their enemies could put up. 

The figures of this election would go forth

LIVERPOOL TROPICAL PRODUCE 
STEADY. 


(FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIVERPUUL, Saturday. 
Business in the tropical produce market 
has been fairly steady in practically every 
section during the week, with the improved 
prices noted of late well maintained. Palm 
oil remains steady to firm, the slight falling 
away in demand recorded in the previous 
week failing to disturb prices, and Lagos and 
soft oils still command the previous week's 
figures, while in the case of mediums and 
hard regulars prices here and there are the 
turn dearer.

Distant soft 
regulars compared with near arrivals can be 
obtained at prices favouring buyers, but 
other sorts show no change. The exports of 
palm oil from the United Kingdom for fee 
tember are returned at 2,214 tons, * 
the total for the nine months up to 
tons.

With regard to coachwork, the conversion 
n car to an enclosed vehicle of the 
all-weather type is obtained by a variety of 
means. In some cases the roof is permanent, 
and the side curtains are either stored in the 

holatery of the body or in the roof itself. 
These, strictly speaking, should be described 
aa semi-open cars when used without the 
‘side curtains; but ther are other cars, a very 
large number, which are actually open tourers 
in their normal state, apd yet can quickly be 
converted into very efficient and comfortable 
enclosed saloons. In no direction has more 
advance been made during the past year than 
in the all-weather equipment, by means of 
which this conversion is carried out. Even 
on the cars of great power and high speed 
there has been a turn towards moderation in 
the bodywork.
